It  waa  one  of  the  first  and  greatest 
causes  of  the  oisorder  which  exist  at  the 
S  .uth  The  unpaid  African  could  not  see 
why  his  ruined  employer  was  unable  to  pay 
him  his  wages,  and  he  was  filled  with  hate  and 
rage  toward  him  The  employer  found  his 
slender,  low  credit  still  further  weakened 
In  whose  interest  was  thi  wrong  done  if  net 
to  that  of  the  cotton  manufacturers  of  the 
Bast,  who**  profits  have  been  enormous  aud 
who  are  protected  by  the  largest  tariff?

The  views  I  hold  on  this  subject 
are  those  which  I  bring  forward  now  for  the 
first  time  when  I  am  a  candidate  for  your 
vote.

Fellow- Citizens  —  When  the  rebellion  was 
put  down  the  act  of  restoring  order,  bringing 
back  business  to  its  proper  channels  and  oi 
reviving  fraternal  reeard  in  the  hearts  of  the 
citizens  of  all  parts  of  tbe  Union,  fell  upon 
the  party  in  power  I  hare  no  disposition  to 
underrate  the  difficulties  which  hindered  the 
performance  of  that  duty,  if  it  v/as  entered 
upon  in  the  right  spirit. 

Large  allowances  should  be  made  for  the 
many  mistakes .  the  magnitude  ot  this  duty  ; 
the  far  reaching  consequences  of  the  policy 
w+.ich  shall  be  adopted  with  regard  to  it  im- 
poses on  the  men  in  power  solemn  responsi- 
bilities.   Any   indulgence  in  passion,  any 
■pint  of  vindicfiveness,  any  purp-ise  to  ad- 
vance personal  or  partisan  o'ojects  were  great 
critnea  against  onr  country     [Cheers  ]  They

ause  mollo  (  o  use  the  old  lady's  phrase)  — 
at  seeing  che  place  where  such  lofty  destinies 
bezan.  On  the  wall  of  the  same  room  is  a 
portrait  of  Napolean  himself,  as  the  young 
General  of  the  Republic — with  the  citizen's 
unkempt  hair,  the  fierce  fire  of  the  Revolu- 
tion in  his  eyes,  a  frown  npon  his  forehead, 
lips  composed  and  quivering  nostrils;  also 
one  of  his  mother,  the  pastille  of  a  handsome 
woman.

community  can  piy  and  prosper  under,  in 
the  long  run  When  I  look  over  the  state- 
ments I  find  that  more  than  75.000.000  of 
this  currency  was  given  to  the  state  of  Mas- 
sachusetts and  less  than  ten  millions  to  the 
state  of  Illinois ;  yet  you  have  twice  tbe  pop 
ulation  of  Massachusetts,  and  that  state  needs 
hut  a  small  amount  while  yours  requires 
more  currency  than  any  other  state  in  the 
Union.  If  discrinations  were  to  be  made  the 
interest  of  the  whole  country  demand  that 
they  should  be  in  favor  of  the  agricultural 
States  If  the  distinction  had  beep  made  is 
proportion  to  the  population,  you  would  bave 
bad  about  twenty  millions  of  currency  and 
Massachusetts  about  ten  millions.  The  ad 
joining  States  of  this,  Michigan,  Iowa  and 
others  would  also  have  a  much  larger  pro- 
portion than  they  get  now ;  in  fact  the  States 
or  Illiniois,  Onio  and  Indisna.  Michigan, 
Wisconsin,  Ohio,  Minnesota,  Kansas,  Mis- 
souri, Nebraska,  Nevada  and  Oregon,  with 
tbe  territories  of  Colorado,  Montana,  Idaho 
and  Utah  have  some  millions  less  bank  cir- 
culation than  the  single  State  of  Massachu- 
setts. You  would  have  gained  in  another  re- 
spect. These  States  had  all  this  currency 
distributed  to  them.  If  it  had  been  allotted 
to  them,  the  capitalists  of  the  East  would 
hardly  have  brought  their  money  here  to  em 
;.  loj  it  in  this  region  in  the  bui si ness  of  bank- 
ing. This  in  addition  to  your  business  capi- 
tal would  have  made  a  great  change  in  your 
affairs,  and  interest  would  not  at  this  time 
have  ranged  at  this  present  rate.  A  vast 
amount  of  mooey  would  have  been  perma 
nently  used  to  promote  your  enterprises  and 
prosperity,  and  we  at  the  East  should  have 
been  saved  from  great  moral  and  business 
evils  while  you  were  getting  forward  your 
crops  This  currency  is  forced  into  this  eoc- 
tion  by  high  rates  of  interest  paid  for  it 
during  the  winter,  and  it  accumulates  in  vast 
volumes  in  the  great  cities  of  tbe  East  there 
is  no  want  of  \\  If  these  banks  were  here 
this  money  could  be  lent  for  useful  purposes 
bat  those  who  hold  it  in  New  York.  Vile

Washivc  os,  Ocf.  25  — Tae  President  of  the 
United  States  has  addressed  the  following 
letter  to  Gcd.  Ewing  ; 

Exfxctivk  Mansion,  ) 
Washington.  D.  C  .  Oct.  24,  1868.  / 
Dear  tiifi  \%  a  recent  conversion  on  the 
subject  of  finances,  you  expressed  a  desire  to 
be  furnished  with  some  of  the  lending  facts 
then  mentioned  touching  the  national  expen- 
diture and  p  iblic  debt.  I  now  comply  with 
your  request,  regretting,  however,  that  other 
and  more  pressing  matters  have  prevented 
me  from  a  more  cijhe  illustration  of  the  ab- 
solute necessity  for  an  immediate  refoim  in 
the  financial  operations  of  the  Government. 
In  1776  our  national  indebtedness  waa  pro- 
cl  timed,  and  after  an  exhaustive,  bloody 
struggle  of  seve'i  years,  was  acknowledged  by 
the  pare  it  government  in  1781V  In  1737  the 
Federal  Constitution  was  framed,  and  in  1789 
the  Government  went  into  operation  under  its 
provisions,  burdened  with  a  debt  of  $75,000,- 
000,  created  by  the  Revolutionary  war  Imme- 
diately upon  the  organization  of  Congress, 
measures  were  devised  for  the  payment  of  the 
national  obligations  and  restoration  of  the 
public  credit,  and  when,  in  1812,  war  was  de- 
clared against  Great  Britain,  the  debt  had 
been  reduced  to  $15  030.000.  Then  it  was 
largely  increased  by  the  three  years  struggle 
that  ensued  between  the  two  nations,  until 
1816  it  had  reached  the  sum  of  $127,000,000. 
When  peace  was  azain  established,  a  provi- 
sion was  then  made  for  its  earliest  practicable 
liauidation  of  this  indebtedness.  In  order 
that  it  may  not  become  a  permanent  incum- 
brance on  the  people,  undar  wise  and  eco- 
nomical legislation  the  entire  amount  was 
paid  in  23  years,  and  the  extinguishment  of 
the  national  debt  filled  the  land  with  rejoic- 
ing, and  it  was  one  of  the  great  events  of 
President  Jackson's  administration.  Even 
after  its  payment  a  large  fund  remained  in 
the  treasury,  which  was  for  safe-keeping  de- 
posited with  the  several  States  on  condition 
that  it  should  be  returned  when  required  by 
the  public  wants  In  1849,  the  year  after  the 
termination  of  an  expensive  war  with  Mexico, 
we  found  ourselves  involved  in  a  debt  of 
$61,000,000.  and  this  was  the  debt  owed  by 
the  government  in  1860,  just  prior  to  the  out- 
break of  the  rebellion.  In  the  spring  of  1861 
the  war  of  the  rebellion  commenced,  each 
year  of  its  continuance  made  an  enormous 
addition  to  the  p  iblic  debt,  so  that  when  in 
the  spring  of  1863.  the  nation  successfully 
-merged  from  the  dreadful  conflict,  tbe  obli- 
gations of  the  government  reached  the  vast 
amount  of  $»  600.030  003  They  had  not, 
however,  attained  their  highest  point,  .for 
wh-n  the  army  nnd  navy  had  been  paid,  the 
volunteer  forces  disbanded,  and  the  navy 
largely  reduced,  it  was  found  that  In  Febru- 
ary. 1856,  that  nur  indebtedness  receded 
$2.800  000,000.  Having  thus  referred  to  the 
indebtedness-  of  the  government  at  various 
periods  of  its  existence,  it  may  be  well  to  call 
attention  to  a  brief  statement  of  facts  con- 
nected with  its  expenditures.  From  the  4th 
day  of  March.  1789,  to  the  23th  of  June.  1861. 
the  entire  public  expenditures  were  $1,700.- 
000,000.  and  although  covering  a  period  of 
aeventy-two  years,  this  amount  seems  small 
when  compared  wit  i  the  expenses  of  the 
government  during  the  recent  war  of  four 
years'  duration;  from  the  1st  of  July.  1861, 
to  the  30th  of  Jane,  1865.  they  reached  the 
enormous  agzrezate  of  $3,303,000,000. 

An  investigation  into  the  disbursements 
since  the  1st  of  July,  1855,  further  shows  that 
by  adding  to  it  the  expenditures  of  the  lan 
three  years  the  estimated  cost  of  administer- 
ing the  affairs  of  the  Government  for  the 
vear  ending  on  the  33th  of  June,  1861,  we 
obtain  the  sum  of  $1,000,000,000  as  the 
amount  required  for  the  four  years  imme- 
diately tollowing  the  assertion  of  hostilities, 
or  nearly  as  much  a3  was  expended  during 
the  72  years  that  preceded  the  war.  It  will 
be  seen  that  lrom  1791  to  18C1  our  public 
debt  was  at  no  time  more  than  $127,000,000, 
while  Rubsequently  the  four  years  of  civil 
war  expanded  it  to  the  amount  of  $2,800,000.- 
000.  It  will  also  be  perceived  that  while 
prior  to  1861  the  largest  annual  disbursement 
was  not  quite  $75  000.000  for  the  year  1868 
The  expenditures  during  the  last  three  year 
of  pnace  have  successively  been  $520,000  000. 
1316  000.000.  nnd  $393,000,000;  $372,000,000 
being  the  amount  which  it  is  estimated  will 
be  necessary  for  the  year  ending  30th  of  June 
next.  In  making  this  comparison  wo  should 
remember  during  the  ong  interval  between 
$1789  and  1861  -he  government  was  frequently 
required  to  make  expenditures  of  any  extra- 
ordinary character.  Large  eum3  were  paid 
to  Indians,  as  annuities,  and  for  the  purchase 
of  their  land.  Expensive  wars  were  waged 
against  powerful  tribes.  Louisiana  was  ac- 
quired from  France  at  a  cost  of  $15,000,000. 
Florida,  in  consideration  of  $5  000,090  was 
Ceded  to  the  United  States  by  Spain.  Cali- 
fornia became  part  of  ou.- possession  on  the 
the  pavment  to  Mexico  of  $15,003,000,  while 
for  $10,000,000,  our  goveernment  secured 
from  Texas  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico 
During  these  periods  of  our  history  we  were 
also  engaged  in  wars  with  Great  Britain  and 
Mexico.  In  the  first,  war  was  waged  against 
one  of  the  most  p  ipular  nations  of  the  world, 
and  the  othe'  was  made  additionally  expen- 
sive by  the  prosecution  of  the  military  opera- 
tions in  the  enemy's  territory.  The  startling 
facts  thus  concisely  suted,  has  suggested  an 
inquiry  as  to  the  cause  of  the  increase  in  the 
expenditures  and  indebtedness  of  the  country 
during  the  civil  war.  The  maintenance  ot 
tbe  Federal  G  >vernraont  was  one  great  pur- 
pose tnat  anirait>«d  our  people,  and  that 
economy  which  should  always  characterize 
our  financial  operations  were  overlooked  in 
the  great  efforts  of  the  nation  to  preserve  its 
existence.  Many  abuses  which  had  their 
origin  in  the  w  ir,  continued  to  exist  long  after 
it  had  been  brought  to  a  triumphant  conclu- 
sion and  the  p»op!e  having  become  accus- 
tomed to  a  lavish  expenditure  o  public  money 
for  an  object  so  deaf  to  them  as  t'ae  preserva- 
tion of  the  integrity  of  their  free  institutions; 
having  patiently  borne  taxation  of  the  most 
opppressivrt  character,  large  sums  of  money 
continued  to  be  extorted  from  them  and 
squandered  in  useless  and  extravagant  expen- 
ditures Enormous  expenditures  are  de- 
manded for  purposes,  the  accomplishment  of 
which  requires  a  large  standing  army.  The 
perversions  of  the  C  mstitution  and  the  subju- 
gation of  the  States  to  negro  domination, 
with  a  military  establishment  costing  in  time 
of  peace  not  less  than  $103,000,000  annually 
and  a  debt,  the  interest  on  which  draws  from 
the  Treasury  each  year  nearly  $150,000,000, 
making  a  total  of  $250,000,000  for  these  two 
items  of  expenditure  alone,  retrenching  has 
become  an  absolute  necessity,  or  banktruptcy 
must  soon  overtake  us,  and  involve  the  coun- 
try in  its  paralyzing  rusts.  If,  however,  a 
wise  economy  is  adopted,  taxes  must  soon  be 
materially  reduced,  not  merely  for  the  benefit 
of  a  few,  but  in  the  interests  of  all.  A  reve- 
nue would  remain  sufficient  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  government,  as  well  as  for  such 
a  reduction  of  the  public  debt  as  would  in  a 
few  years  relieve  tho  peopl»  from  millions  of 
interest  now  annually  drawn  from  their  re- 
sources. The  idea  that  the  debt  is  to  become 
permanent  should  be  discountenanced,  as 
involving  taxation  to  >  heavy  to  be  borne,  and 
the  payment  of  the  amount  in  interest  every 
sixteen  yeats,  equal  to  the  original  sum,  the 
gradual  liquidation  of  the  public  debt  would, 
by  degrees,  relieve  the  large  capital  invested 
in  the  coin.  The  secu-ities  of  the  government 
which  are  seeking  remuneration  in  other 
sources  of  income  would  add  to  the  faith  of 
the  nation,  upon  which  it  is  now  a  great 
drain  This  immense  debt  if  permitted  to 
become  permanent  and  increasing,  must 
eventually  be  gathered  in  the  hands  of  the 
few  and  enable  them  to  exert  a  dangerous  and 
controlling  power  in  the  affairs  of  the  govern- 
ment; the  debtors  would  become  servants  of 
the  lenders;  the  creditors  the  masters  of  the 
people.  It  is  our  boast  that  we  have  given 
freedom  to  3,000,000  of  slaves,  it  will  then  be 
our  shame,  that  by  their  own  alteration  of 
usurpation  and  profligacy  40,000.000  of  people 
have  enslaved  themselves,  and  exchanged 
slaveholders  for  new  task  masters,  in  the 
shape  of  bondholders  and  tax-gatherers. 
Hence,  tho  vjtal  issue  whether  Congress  and 
its  arbitrary  assumptions  of  authority  shall 
supercede  the  supreme  law  of  the  land ;  whe- 
ther in  time  of  peace  the  country  shall  be 
controlled  by  a  multitude  of  tax-collectors 
and  a  standi  n  4  army,  the  one  almost  as  nu- 
merous as  tho  other,  and  making  the  debt  a 
bardoa  upoo  the  prodMtito  ioda*- 


try  of  the  people ;  or  whether  the  Constitu- 
tion, with  each  and  all  of  its  guarantees,  shall 
be  sacredly  preserved;  whether  now,  as  in 
1789  and  1816.  provisions  shall  be  made  for 
the  payment  of  our  obligations  at  as  early  a 
period  as  practicable,  as  the  fruits  of  their 
labor  may  be  enjoyed  by  our  citizens,  rather 
than  to  build  up  and  sustain  amonied  monop- 
oly  at  home  and  abroad.  The  contest  is  not 
merely  who  shall  occupy  the  principal  offices 
in  the  people's  gift,  but  whether  the  highest 
of  the  federal  constitution  should  be  preserved 
and  maintained  in  order  that  our  liberties 
may  be  preserved,  the  union  of  the  States 
restored,  that  our  federal  system  may  be 
unimpaired,  fraternal  feeling  ^ay  be  estab- 
lished, a..d  our  strength  may  be  renewed,  the 
expenditures  be  diminished,  that  taxation  be 
lightened,  and  the  pu'jlic  debt  evermore  ex- 
tinguished, and  that  it  may  not  injuriously 
afl'ect  the  prosperity  and  morals  of  the  nation. 
Believing  that  for  the  redress  of  tho  great 
wrongs  and  the  correction  of  tbe  many  abuses 
uuder  which  the  country  is  laboring,  we  must 
look  to  the  peoph,  and  that  in  them  is  our

And  Muller,  overcome  with  so  many  nights

The  confinement  would 
have  been  wearing  had  not  her  light,  buoyant 
spirits  triumphed  over  it. 

She  ran  out  in  the  street,  and  heard  the  peo- 
ple mustering  to  go  to  the  fire.  Sho  saw  two 
of  the  neighbors  rush  out.  and  she  seized  the 
arm  of  one  and  said,  "  Do  nothing  until  Wil- 
helm  gives  the  word.  I  beseech  you  to  remem- 
ber this,  and  keep  others  from  tampering 
with  the  fire  to  bring  distruction  upon  his 
work." 

She  repeated  it  to  others,  and  assisted  in 
saving  her  husband  from  the  accident  he  dread- 
ed. When  Muller  arrived,  he  directed  the 
men  to  put  wet  cloths  upon  the  roof,  to  stifle 
as  much  as  possible  the  flames,  for  he  saw  at 
once  that  it  could  not  be  extinguished  without 
runing  his  work.  The  whole  building  was  on 
fire,  lightning  up  the  whole  midnight  sky, 
from  which  the  young  October  moon  had  long 
hours  ago  disappeared.  All  at  once  he  cried 
out  to  the  men  to  let  the  fire  burn,  for  the 
metal  was  beginning  to  boil. 

Breathlelessly  they  waited  until  the  whole 
teeming  mass  bubbled  up.  The  burning 
beams  fell  around  the  caldron,  the  roof  prop- 
ped in,  and  every  hears  throbbed  almost  audi- 
bly as  Muller  pulled  the  great  plug  that  con- 
fined the  metal,  and  its  torrent  of  dark  fluid 
gurgled  out  into  the  mold. 

It  was  a  mighty  deed  for  these  rude,  unpol- 
ished men  to  do;  and  they  stood  with  folded 
arms  and  solmen  countenances  gazing  upon 
their  work. 

They  then  extinguished  the  remains  of  the 
fire,  and  left  the  statue  in  its  colessal  crndle 
to  harden  into  perfection.  Muller  went  home, 
ail  traces  of  fatigue  or  anxitey  having  left 
him.  It  was  near  morning;  but  Agnes  made 
bim  go  to  bed,  where  he  slept  for  hours  the 
sweetest  sleep  he  had  ever  known. 

As  there  had  been  prayers  for  the  success- 
ful issue  of  the  work,  so  now  there  was  thanks- 
giving that  no  accident  had  marred  tbe  joy 
that  was  universally  expressed.  The  work- 
man had  been  kept  from  harm,  and  the  noble 
statue,  ten  times  the  height  of  a  man,  met 
the  approbation  of  tbe  King  and  its  designer. 
Muller  s  fortunes  were  mended  bv  this  revela.- 
tion  of  his  powers,  and  the  little  wife  srrew 
prouder  of  her  husband.  On  the  11th  of  Oc- 
tober they  each  year  hold  a  high  festival,  in 
commemoration  of  that  eventful  night 


Civil  Klsjbta  <'a,*e.-Trl*I  of  John  Blyew 
and  Ueorze  Rlanard-The  Lewla  Conn 
ty  If  aider-  An  Important  Trial. 

We  puh!:-hed  in  the  columns  of  the  Dento- 
crat  of  September  6th  the  full  particulars  of 
the  murder  of  a  family  of  negroes  near  Con- 
cord, Lewis  county,  in  this  State.  The  pris- 
oners John  Blyew  and  George  Kennard, 
were  brought  to  this  city  on  the  s'eamer  Gen- 
eral Buel  on  the  morming  of  the  6tb  of  Sep- 
tember, in  charge  of  U.  ited  States  officer  C. 
C  Adams,  and  confined  in  the  city  jail  to 
await  their  trials. 

The  case  wa3  called  up  before  the  Hon. 
Bland  Ballard,  of  the  United  States  Circuit 
Court,  yesterday.  There  were  four  indict- 
ments for  murder  made  .against  them,  but 
the  United  States  District  Attorney  moved 
that  the  four  indictments  be  consolidated  and 
tried  together,  to  which  the  prisoners  through 
their  cousel  objected.  The  motion  was  ar- 
gued at  some  length,  and  the  objections  ot 
the  prisoners  sustained.  The  court  then  or- 
dered that  the  cases  be  tried  seperately. 
This  case  is  one  of  great  interest  to  the 
people  of  Kentucky— one  of  as  much  legal  in- 
terest as  any  that  has  ever  come  up  here. 
These  two  prisoners,  John  Blyew  and  George 
Kinnard,  both  young  men, 'are  accused  of 
killing  Lucy  Armstrong,  Jack,  Richard  and 
and  Sallie  Foster,  all  of  whom  were  colored 
in  Lewis  county,  Kentucky.  They  were  ar- 
rested and  arraigned  before  Judge  Hines.  of 
that  county,  and  held  over  for  trial,  being  de- 
livered into  the  custody  of  the  legal  authori- 
ties, and  by  them  held  in  confinement  and 
under  the  charge  of  murder 

Pending  this,  and  while  they  were  in  the 
custody  of  the  civil  authorities  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky  for  these  offences,  they  were  in- 
dicted by  a  grand  jury  of  the  Federal  court, 
and  taken  from  the  custody  of  the  State  by 
by  the  Federal  authorities. 

A  plea  was  filed  setting  up  that  the  juris- 
diction of  the  two  courts  were  concurrent, 
and  that,  as  the  Kentucky  State  courts  had 
asserted  jurisdiction  Jirst,  and  bad  the  pris- 
oners in  custody,  the  Federal  court  had  no 
right  to  int  rfere  and  take  the  accused  for 
trial  from  the  Kentucky  state  courts.  To 
the  plea  in  the  case  a  demurrer  was  filed  by 
the  United  States  District  Attorney.  An 
elaborate  discussion  took  place  between  Geu- 
Wbitaker  and  General  Jackson,  for  the  pris- 
oners, and  Colonel  Bristow,  for  the  United 
States.  Judge  Ballard  took  time  to  consider 
the  question  raised.  This  case  is  truly  deep- 
ly interesting  to  the  people  of  Kentucky,  for 
if  it  is  decided  that  the  Federal  eourt  have 
tho  right  to  take  up  and  try  cases  that  have 
already  been  begun  and  jurisdiction  asserted 
bv  the  courts  of  the  State  in  one  case,  they 
may  assert  and  exercise  the  right  in  any 
other,  and  thus  destroy  the  poworof  the  State 
courts. 

We  await  with  much  interest  and  anxiety 
Judge  Ballard  s  desision,  and  feel  assured 
that  he  will  give  tbe  subject  his  usual  close 
attention.  The  case  will  be  presented  before 
the  Circuit  Court  to-morrow  morning  at  10 
o'clock.  A  large  number  of  witnesses  are 
present,  and  it  will  no  doubt  consume  some 
t  me  before  that  court,  in  the  trial  of  so  im- 
portant a  case,  if  it  is  tried  thereat  all.— Lou

The  auguries  ape  most 
prop:tious.  importing  change  of  times  and 
States.  Public  opinion,  with  a  flood-tide,  is 
irresistibly  setting  in  our  favor,  and  evolu- 
tions never  go  backward.  Our  cause  is  jnst, 
and  mu9t  prevail.  Constitution,  liberty, 
union,  progres*,  prosperity,  are  the  stakes  for 
which  we  c intend,  in  the  eye  of  nations  and 
the  judgment  of  mankind.  Friends,  once 
more  to  the  breach,  and  the  day  will  be  ours.

Tbe  uppper  skirt  of  black  taffeta,  embroider- 
ed with  black  silk,  is  looped  up  a  la  Louts  XT, 
by  large  black  rosettes,,  and  is  completed  by 
a  black  silk  waist,  likewise  embroidered,  bat 
without  sleeves.

Capt.  T.  P.  Leathers,  of  the  ill-fated  steam- 
er Gen.  Quitman,  dropped  in  upon  us  last 
evening,  looking  a*  bale  and  cheery  as  though 
his  beautiful  pet  steamer  were  lying  all  right 
at  the  landmg,  instead  of  fifty  feet  below  the 
turbid  water  of  the  Mississippi. 

He  related,  in  his  brief  manner,  the  cause 
of  the  dhaster.  The  Quitman  had  rounded 
to  at  New  Texas  landing,  about  Hi  o'clock 
on  Thura  lay  morning,  to  take  on  board  freight 
and  passengers.  As  is  u  ual.  the  boat's  stern 
was  run  in  the  mud,  which,  at  this  point  is 
blue  and  of  a  most  tenacious  character,  and* 
gang  plank  was  ru  i  out  to  the  bank.  The 
wind  and  current  swept  the  steamer's  stem 
down  stream,  and  the  captain  says  he  felt  tbe 
slight  shock  as  the  vessel's  prow  was  borne 
against  the  fatal  snag,  which  as  it  turned  out 
must  have  entered  her  side  at  that  time. 
Everything  being  on  board,  the  captain  or- 
dered the  piolt  to  back  the  steamer,  but  with 
the  first  revolution  of  the  wheels  a  cracking^ 
tearing  noise  was  beard,  and  the  mate  ca  led 
to  the  captain  to  stop  her  saving  he  heard 
the  water  rushing  in  below.  The  wheels  were 
instantly  stopped,  and  Captain  Leathers  ran 
down  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  trouble. 
He  found  on  opening  tbe  hatch  forward  that 
an  immense  volume  of  water  was  bursting 
through  the  hole  made  by  the  snag,  and  knew 
that  the  vessel  would  sink  before  anything 
could  be  done  to  stop  the  leak.  Going  on  the 
boiler  deck,  he  ordered  about  twenty  freemen, 
who  were  passengers,  to  get  ashore,  at  once, 
which  they  proceeded  to  do  without  regard  to 
the  order  of  their  going,  literally  rolling  down 
stairs  The  captain  then  walked  quietly 
back  into  tbe  ladies'  cabin,  and  in  a  calm 
manner  told  them  to  collect  their  valuables, 
luggage,  etc.,  and  go  ashore  as  soon  as  possi-' 
ble,  as  th*  vessel  was  sinking.  There  were 
some  eighty  csbin  psssengers  on  board, 
msny  of  them  ladies,  and  two  of  them  bride* 
on  o  bridal  trip;  and  it  is  somewhat  remark- 
able that  every  one  was  saved  together  with 
every  piece  of  baggage.  To  use  the  captain  s 
expression,  he  "marched  them  ashore  as 
quiet  and  orderly  as  a  funeral,"  The  bag- 
gage was  piled  up  on  the  bank  and  placed 
under  guard,  and  the  steamer  made  fast  by 
chain*  and  hawsers  to  stumps,  etc  In  fm 
minutes  from  the  time  the  Quitmsn  lauded  at 
the  levee  she  suak,«o  thst  some  idea  may  be 
had  of  the  rapidity  with  which  everything  was 
done.

She  woo 
present  at  the  christening  of  her  "dear  Jeffer- 
son county,  as  she  always  colled  it — a  no- 
tice of  which  event  is  found  in  Henning'* 
Justice ;  "The  Commissioner*  met  at  the 
House  of  Basil  Williamson,  and  adopted  tho 
name  of  the  new  county  to  be  Jefferson,"  *c, 
(in  1801.  we  believe. 

Mrs.  Williamson  was  one  of  the  first  sot- 
tiers  at  Harper's  Ferry,  after  the  death  of  her 
great  uncle,  Robert  Harper,  the  earliest  por- 
prietor,  who  purchased  the  land  from  Lord 
Fairfax,  the  Baron  Cameron.  Sho  was  a 
cotemporary  of  the  prominent  person*  of  the 
lower  Valley :  General  Duke.  Robert  Ruth- 
ford,  (both  members  of  Congress,)  Charles 
Yales,  Gersohom  Keyes,  John  Kearsley,  tho 
Dandridgea,  Hunters  Humphrey.  McCor- 
micks,  Sinclairs  Baylors,  Larues,Leeo,  Slaugh- 
ters, <kc,  Ac. 

In  early  days  sh*  advised  her  son*  and  oth- 
er young  friends  how  they  could  make  them- 
selves o  name,  by  pointing  to  tho  career  of 
three  lsds  who  left  Jefferson  (then  Berkeley,) 
10  settle  among  the  wild  Indian*  of  'the 
North-western  Territory.  She  said:  *We 
were  feasting  and  dancing  at  the  neighbor* 
houses  for  a  week  before  these  young  moa 
started,  and  when  they  bid  n»  farewell  there 
waa  not  o  dry  eye,  as  we  never  expected  to 
see  them  again,  thinking  the  Indians  would 
slay  them  »t  sight."    The  names  of  these 

toung  men  have  o  place  in  history  :  Tboosao 
rortbiogtou.  Edward  Tiffin,  anf  Robert  Lu- 
cas, each  of  whom  became  Governor  of  Ohio, 
and  three  of  the  counties  of  the  State  hoar 
their  names.

Mrs  Williamson  was  a  signer  to  the  deed 
to  General  Washington  (or  the  Harper's  Ferry 
property  for  a  national  armory — a  spot  se- 
lected by  himself,  and  one  which  for  that 
very  reason,  as  well  as  for  iu  eligibility, 
should  bo  held  for  that  purpose  only. 

The  reminiscence*  of  thi*  v< 
entertained  many  fireside 
y;ung  and  old.  Her 
cherished  with  affection.

Sttb.j 
The  commercial  community  and  all  who 
bare  found  within  the  last  few 
a  suddea  and  unexpected  stringency  in 
the  market.  As  a  consequence  interest  has 
Rone  op,  and  a  general  disturbance  in  busi- 
ness has  been  canted  Those  not  initiated  in 
the  tricks  and  combination*  of  Wall  street 
maj  be  surprised  at  such  a  slate  ot  things, 
for  there  is  nothing  in  the  condition  of  the 
country  or  of  trade  to  canse  tha*.  Bat  it  is 
known  that  a  number  of  financial  jobbers 
combined  to  produce  this  stringency  in  order 
to  fleece  the  merchants  and  all  who  might 
need  money.  It  is  aaid.  too,  that  some  of  the 
city  banks  have  aided  or  been  in  this  combi- 
nation. The  speculators  have  succeeded  in 
withdrawing  from  circulation  about  ten  mil- 
lion* of  currency,  and  this,  together  with  the 
drain  to  the  South  and  West  for  removing  the 
cotton  and  other  produce,  and  the  absorption 
of  curraucy  by  the  Treasury  through  the  daily 
sales  of  three  hundred  millions  of  gold,  has 
had  the  effect  contemplated  Thus,  a  few  in- 
dividuals, hy  combining  can  make  money 
scarce,  raise  the  rate  of  interest,  paralyze 
business,  change  values  generally  to  an  enor- 
mous extent,  bankrupt  our  merchants,  and 
create  widespread  trouble. 

Locking  op  the  circulating  medium,  which 
is  the  life  blood  of  commerce  and  trade,  by  a 
combination  of  speculators  is  a  crime  against 
the  mercantile  and  industrious  classes,  though 
it  may  not  be  reached  or  be  punishable  by 
any  aciating  law  It  seems  to  be  one  of  rose 
evils  mat  cannot  be  prevented  by  legislation 
It  exists  in  all  countr.es  and  great  financial 
center*  There  is  no  class  of  the  community 
that  will  not  seize  ihe  opportunity  of  making 
money  when  it  can  by  the  derangement  or 
pertubations  of  the  market  .  and  there  are 
lew  people  who  would  not  create  pertuba- 
tions, if  in  their  power,  for  this  purpose 
High  and  low.  rich  and  poor,  all  make  money 
at  the  expense  of  other  people  if  they  can. 
Of  course  stock-jobbers  and  bankers  have  the 
beat  opportunity,  and  generally  they  are  the 
moat  unscrupulous  A  story  is  told  of  Vol- 
taire ahowing  that  he  knew  how  to  use  stock 
jobbing  friends  who  were  in  the  financial  ring 
at  Pari*  Some  acquaintance  of  the  philosopher 
wondered  how  he  made  money  while  silting 
quietly  in  his  chair  at  Ferney,  far  away  from 
the  center  of  financial  operations.  \  oltaire 
told  this  astonished  individual  that  he  had  a 
friend  in  one  of  the  banks  at  the  capital  who 
kept  him  informed  ot*  the  uns  and  downs  of 
stock*  in  advance,  and  thus  he  was  enabled 
to  boy  and  aell  through  that  friend  without 
troabfis  or  risk.  There  were  doubtless  com- 
binations and  cornering  in  Paris  then  just  as 
there  are  in  New  York  now.  The  financial 
and  aU>ck-jobbing  rings  have  their  frieuds  in 
the  banks  at  well  aa  ontside.  The  victims 
are  the  uninitiated  and  the  public. 

The  only  way  to  reach  ti.ese  speculators  is 
through  the  preS6  and  public  opinion.  Con- 
sequently they  dread  the  press  and  abuse  it 
The  Herald  was  the  first  newspaper  in  this 
coontry  that  undertook  to  probe  and  expose 
the  iaeide  operations  of  stock  jobbers  and  fi- 
nancial rings.  This  was  years  ago.  The 
speculators  of  Wall  street  became  alarmed 
and  denounced  us  for  ahowing  up  their  trans- 
actions and  schemes  Up  to  that  time  the 
mock  and  money  jobbers  had  clothed  their 
transactions  with  a  sort  of  Masonic  secrecy. 
Seeing  that  the  mercantile  community  and 
the  public  generally  were  deeply  interested  in 
what  was  going  on  in  stock  and  financial 
we  gave  them  the  f'nlkst  news 
_  to  day  Since  then  other  newspa- 
pers Uave  imitated  the  example  we  set  A 
daily  review  of  financial  and  commercial 
transactions  has  now  become  a  necessity.  It 
is  through  the  press,  therefore,  that  such  in- 
famous combinations  as  that  we  have  refer- 
red to,  of  locking  up  ten  millions  of  currency 
aud  creating  a  stringency  in  the  money 
market,  can  be  exposed  and  the  effect  neu- 
tralized 

We  see  already  that  the  banks  of  Boston. 
Philadelphia,  and  other  ports  are  sending  ] 
currency  to  this  city,  tempted  by  the  high 
rate  of  interest  and  having  a  surplns.  The 
prospect  is  that  the  speculators  who  locked 
up  ten  millions  will  soon  have  to  let  it  go  into 
circulation  again.  It  would  be  a  just  retribu- 
tion if  they  could  be  made  to  suffer  for  the 
evile  they  have  brought  upon  the  mercantile 
and  trading  community.  Perhaps  they  have 
overreached  themselves  What  do  our  cur- 
rency doctors  and  contraction  theorists  think 
of  this  state  of  things,  when  a  few  individuals 
can  make  a  stringency  and  disturb  the  mon- 
ey market  by  locking  up  only  ten  millions  of 
the  circulation  ?  Wny.  if  their  theories  were 
carried  out  and  the  currency  contracted  as 
a  few  native  or  foreign  speculators 
'the  whole  country  into  bankrupt- 
cy at  any  time  The  use  or  misuse  of  a  few 
millions  might  make  a  difference  of  many 
hundreds  of  millions  in  the  value  of  property 
and  securities  We  want  an  ample  currency 
and  one  that  is  convertible — a  currency  that 
cannot  be  1  eked  up  by  speculators  or  drain- 
ed by  foreigners.  We  want  a  mometary  sys 
tern  of  oar  own.  under  which  the  people  may 
be  secure  against  native  speculators  or  for- 
eign capitalists.  Can  we  not  reach  that  ? 
This  is  one  of  the  greatest  problems  of  the 
time.  Have  we  the  statesmen  to  compre- 
•  and  give  us  a  monetary  system 
to  oor  cond.tion  and  the  progress  of

experimentalists.  Frantz,  Schm'dt,  and  Tou- 
be,  were  the  first  to  prove  that  homine,  intro- 
duced into  the  respirator  organs,  caused  false 
membranes  to  be  formed  iu  the  larynx  of 
pigeons.  From  this  they  concluded,  accord- 
ing the  Homeopathic  principle  Similia  simi- 
libua  curantur.  that  this  element  would  cure 
croup  and  membranous  diptheria  Dr. 
Ozenam  took  up  the  matter  allopathically. 
and  by  experiment  found  that  bromine  first 
hardened  the  adventitious  membrane,  and 
then  redoced  it  to  dust.  This  led  him  to  con 
elude  that  both  the  homeopathic  and  allopa- 
thic principles  of  medicine  coincide  in  cer- 
tain cases  but,  letting  this  question  alone, 
hi*  researches  have  gone  further,  and  show 
that  bromine  destroys  contagion  a*  well  as 
cholrine,  and  prevents  the  spreading  of  epi- 
demics This  fact  of  course  became  a  *tep- 
ping  *toue  to  using  bromine  aa  a  curative 
medicine,  and  nearly  all  the  caees  treated 
with  it  have  been  successful.  ..... 

A*  a  preservative  from  epidemic  diptheria, 
Dr  Oxenam  administers  from  ten  to  twelve 
drops  of  bromine  in  the  course  of  the  day.  in 
aagar  and  water,  and  in  proportion  of  twenty 
to  fifty  gms  of  the  latter  to  per  drop.  This 
liquid  solution  must  be  kept  in  the  dark, 
since  light  would  cause  the  formation  of  hy- 
drobromic  acid.  The  phial  must  be  kept  well 
■topped,  and  it*  contents  mu*t  be  changed  as 
soon  as  the  light  amber  color  has  disappear- 
ed To  the  patient  the  solution  is  adminis- 
tered in  drops,  hourly,  in  a  tablespoonful  of 
soger  and  water  so  as  to  give  from  one  to  two 
erammes  of  the  former  in  the:  course  of 
twenty-four  hours.  In  the  case  of  croup,  Dr. 
Ozenam  prescribes  fumigations  of  bromine. 
A  basin  with  hot  water  is  placed  before  the 
patient  :  a  large  pinch  of  bromide  of  potassi- 
um or  else  common  kitchen  salt  is  thrown  in, 
and  then  in  the  course  of  five  minutes  three 
tea'Poonfuls  of  the  above  bromided  solution 
are'  AuM  The  patient  inhales  the  vapor  of 
bromine  tbos  evolved  through  a  class  funnel 
By  this  means  oor  author  has  cured  and  ntty 
upwards  of  one  hundred  case*  of  croop. 
or  diptheria.  with  only  five  failores.

The  most  dresFv  nape  if 
the  Imperial  collarine,  very  email,  only  eight 
inches  deep  be  hind,  with  short  squar  fronts 
trimmed  with  the  tails  of  the  animals  Ladies 
who  consider  comfort  the  first  essential  prefer 
the  new  pelerine  cape,  slightly  pointing  back 
front,  and  sufficiently  large  to  afford  protec- 
tion to  the  chest  and  shoulders.

Register  announces  the 
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in  Erie-Excitement  iu  Wall 
Street. 

The  stock  ma*ket  was  in  a  atate  bordering 
on  panic  all  yesterday,  and  Erie  sofTered  a 
further  decline  to  38J,  while  other  stocks  be- 
gan to  show  the  effect  of  the  demoralization 
which  is  rapidly  spreading  among  the  bull 
ranks  The  fact  is  that  prices  are  go  far 
above  the  range  of  real  values  that  thf»y  at  a 
liable  to  n  heavy  fall  in  any  event,  b  just 
now  they  have  to  contend  with  very  severe 
monetary  stringency,  which,  in  thf "opinion  of 
bank  officers,  is  more  likely  to  increase  than 
to  diminish  during  the  next  few  days  at  least. 
The  panic  in  Erie  continues,  however,  to  bo 
the  absorbing  feature  in  the  market,  and  the 
President  of  the  Erie  Company  officially 
informed  a  committee  of  the  Stock  Exchange 
yesterday  that  five  millions  of  uew  stock  have 
just  been  issutd,  and  that  five  millions  more 
are  liable,  to  be  issued  af,  any  time  in  ex- 
change ior  convertible  bonds,  while  in  the 
event  of  the  proposed  third  rail  being  luid 
three  millions  of  collars  will  have  to  be  raised 
by  the  issue  of  convertible  bonds  nnd  stock. 
Hp  also  volunteered  the  informal  on  that  it 
will  require  the  most  strenuous  efforts  of  the 
management  to  keep  the  road  out  of  the 
hands  of  a  receiver  when  its  acceptances 
mutu.oonthe  1st  of  January  next.  Here, 
then,  in  this  deplorable  condition  of  the  com- 
pany's finances  we  find  the  real  cause  of  the 
further  decline  in  its  stock  to  a  lower  point 
than  it  has  touched  for  five  or  six  years.  How 
low  the  panic  which  is  sweeping  it  downward 
will  carry  it.  is  as  uncertain  as  everything 
else  in  Wall  street;  buttherehas  seldom  been 
witnessed  on  the  Stock  Exchange  so  much 
real  alarm  in  consequence  of  the  critical  state 
of  affair  as  is  now  visible  on  all  sides.  We 
have  often  cautioned  the  public  to  avoid  buy- 
ing the  stocks  which  are  now  tumbling  about 
the  ears  of  their  owners,  and  that  the  warning 
was  not  uncalled  for  is  very  evident. 

Our  national  securities  are  an  exception  to 
the  rule,  however,  these  being  relatively  cheap- 
er than  any  others  in  the  country,  nnd  the  dis- 
bursement of  the  November  interest  on  the 
public  debt  cannot  fail  to  stimulate  the  de- 
mand for  investment.  However  much  there- 
fore, the  speculativy  stocks  may  decline,  there 
is  no  good  reason  why  these  should  not  remain 
firm.  The  further  decline  in  gold  to  133}  has 
temporarily  depressed  them  somewhat:  but 
with  theelection  orGen  Grant  they  will  doubt- 
less resume  their  upward  tendency.  The 
banks  are  averse  to  encroaching  upon  their 
reserve  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  pre- 
vailing striugency,  owing  to  the  fear  of  a  run 
upon  their  deposits  in  consequence,  and  the

Treaty — Although  Mr.  Reverday  Johuson 
has  arrived  in  England  at  a  time  when  even 
Ministers  of  State  are  believed  to  be  capable 
of  making  holiday,  he  has  already  practically 
disposed  of  one  of  the  questions  which  have 
been  agitated  between  the  two  countries.

The  American  legislature,  on  the  other  hand, 
will  even  have  less  reason  to  disagree  with 
the  settlement,  and  as  it  will  not  come  on  for 
ia  the  Senate  till  the  autumn  elections 
reason  will  remain  for  any 
of  it.  We  believe,  therefore, 
that  we  may  congratulate  Mr.  Johoaon  on  hav- 
ing mad*  a  most  successfnl  beginning  of  hi* 
p*cifie  missionary.

Meu  do  not  care  for  brains  in  excess  in 
women.  They  like  a  sympathetic  intellect 
which  can  follow  them,  and  seize  thair 
thoughts  ns  quickly  as  they  arj  uttered,  but 
they  do  not  much  care  for  any  clear  or  spe 
cial  knowledge  of  facts;  and  ev»n  the  most 
philosophic  among  them  would  rather  not  be 
set  right  ia  a  classical  quotation,  un  astro- 
nomical calculation,  or  the  exact  bearing  of 
a  political  question  by  a  lovely  beiug  in  tar- 
latuue  whom  ho  was  graciously  unbending 
to  instruct.  Neither  do  they  want  anything 
strong  tniuded.  To  most  men,  indeed,  the 
feminine  strong  inir.dednes*  that  can  discuss 
immoral  problems  without  blushing,  nnd  des- 
pise religious  observances  as  useful  only  to 
weak  souls,  is  a  quality  as  unwomanly  as  a 
well-developed  biseps  or  a  huge  fist  would  be. 
It  is  sympathy,  not  antagonism  ;  it  is  com- 
panionship, not  rivalry,  still  less  supremacy, 
that  they  like  in  women  j  and  some  women 
with  brains  as  well  as  learning — for  the  two 
are  not  the  earn*  thing — understand  this, 
and  keep  their  blue  stockings  well  covered 
by  their  petticoats. 

Others,  enthusiasts  for  the  freedom  of 
thought  and  intellectual  rights,  show  theirs 
defiantly,  and  meet  with  their  reward.  Men 
shrink  from  them.  Even  clever  men  able  ta 
meet  them  on  their  own  ground,  do  not  feel 
drawn  to  them,  while  all  but  highclaas  minds 
are  dwarfed  and  humiliated  by  their  learning 
and  their  moral  courage.  And  this  is  what 
no  man  likes  to  feel  in  the  presence  of  a  wo- 
man, and  because  ol  her  superiority.

The  special  train  from  Savanuah,  which 
conveyed  his  remains,  roached  Athens  early 
Thursday  morning,  in  charge  of  on  escort 
composed  of  delegations  from  Savauab,  Ma- 
con. Atlanta,  and  Augustu,  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  special  friends  of  the  deceased,  who 
joined  them  at  the  different  points  on  tho 
road.

We  trust  that,  in  the  coming  election, 
Kentucky  will  do  her  whole  duty,  and 
cast  her  wholo  vote.  We  know  very  well  how 
strong  the  temptation  will  be  to  remain  awaj 
from  the  polls  in  a  State  where  the  popular 
sentiment  is  so  deciedly  one  way,  and  how 
easy  it  ma\  be  for  men  to  reconcile  themsel- 
ves to  this  neglect  of  duty,  by  the  reflection 
that  "the  State  is  sure  for  Seymour  anyhow." 
aud  that  one  vote  or  a  few  votes  less,  will  not 
affect  the  general  result.  It  is  very  truo  that 
a  majority  of  fifty  thousand — or  of  ono  thou- 
sand, for  that  matter — will  be  ns  effective  for 
the  electoral  college  as  a  majority  of  a  hun- 
dred thousand.  But  the  importance  of  tho 
pending  issue  call  for  a  full  measure  of 
strength  by  the  popular  vote  in  those  States 
which  the  laws  of  Congress  and  the  kindness 
of  Brigadiers  permit  to  eujoy  the  elective 
franchise.  We  are  very  sure  that,  with  any 
thing  like  a  full  vote  from  Kentucky,  the 
popular  voice  west  of  the  Alleghanies  will  be 
Democratic  by  not  less  than  fifty  thousand. 
Kentucky  must  give  her  full  majority  to  off- 
set the  majorities  expected  by  the  Radicals  iu 
the  Northwestern  States,  where  they  are 
spending  their  money  and  lavashiog  their 
promises  of  office  and  reward.  New  York, 
Delaware  and  Maryland  will  far  more  than 
offset  the  New  England  majorities  ;  and  thus, 
no  matter  what  result  the  inequalities  of  the 
electoral  college  system  may  produce,  Sey- 
mour and  Blair  will  be  the  popular  choice.

It  brings  on  abortion  in 
other  ee  innate  as  wall  as  oows.  Two  winters 
ago  three  valuable  mares,  belonging  to  a  some 
wbat  cereles*  untidy  farmer,  slipped  their 
colte  shortly  after  Christmas.  The  mares 
had  been  tolerably  well  kept,  and  not  too 
hardly  wrought,  but  they  had  been  watered 
fc>'  several  weeks  at  a  pool,  by  the  side  of 
which  a  large  manure  heap  had  been  foolish- 
ly placed,  and  into  which  the  highl  organic 
scatters  freely  found  their  way.  Some  ewes 
watered  from  the  same  pool  cast  their  lambs ; 
whilst  another  lot  of  ewes,  kept  two  fields  dis- 
tant, managed  in  exactly  the  same  way,  but 
eujojine;  a  pur.-r  supply  of  water,  carried 
their  lambs  to  the  full  period.

A  writer  in  the  London  Florist  and  Porno- 
iooist  girts  an  account  of  his  experience  in 
wintering  geraniums  by  burying  them  in  a 
trench  under  ground,  below  the  reach  of  frost 
The  result  was  quite  successful,  enly  two 
plants  out  of  fifty  having  decayed  when  dug 
out  the  last  of  April.  The  trench  should  be 
made  in  a  location  where  no  water  can  remain 
at  a  depth  of  two  feet  below  the  level— that 
being  the  depth  at  which  the  trench  ought  to 
be  dag— the  plants  laic*  in  by  the  heel  in  a 
row.  than  covered  with  straight  starw,  set  so 
as  to  carry  off  water,  and  then  covered  with 
earth,  according  to  the  climate,  to  a  depth 
sufficient  to  keep  out  the  frost,  finishing  off  in 
a  ndge  or  roo.  shape,  to  carry  off  water. 
Covering  the  plants  over  the  straw  first  with 
boards  set  in  a  ridge  form  and  then  heaping 
m  earth,  we  think,  would  render  pressure 
liable,  and  tend  to  keep  a  more  open  cir- 
ion  in  the  trench,  and  thus  lessen  the  li- 
ity  to  damp  or  decay ;  but  with  a  little 
care  is  this  way,  we  see  no  reason  why  any 
half  hardy  plant  may  not  be  easily  kept  over 
winter  in  thin  manner.

rbs earlier  in  autumn  that  tree  planting  is 
performed  the  better,  provided  the  wood  tuts 
matured.  It  is  not  requisite  that  the  leaf  has 
fallen,  but  in  transplanting,  the  leaf  should 
be  removed  ere  the  tree  is  dug  from  the 
ground;  keep  the  roots  from  drying  cold- 
winds  or  clear  hot  suns, and  when  settingspread 
them  out  regularly,  and  see  that  fine  earth  is 
next  against  each  and  every  fiber ;  for  where 
one  root  is  laid  against  another  without  any 
soil  intervening,  it  is  liable  to  dry  and  decay, 
and  often  destroy  the  whole  tree.  Do  not 
poar  water  in  among  the  roots  at  this  time  of 
year,  bat  press  and  mingle  the  earth  care- 
fully with  the  hand  and  spreading  fingers. 
Mound  up  around  the  tree  earth  about  eight 
inches  high,  to  assist  it  in  retaining  its  up- 
right position,  and  also  to  carry  of  «urplus 
water,  for  no  matter  how  carefully  the  tree  be 
planted,  if  water  is  permitted  to  stand  around 
it  and  soak  the  roots  from  dtiy  to  day.  it  may 
be  expected  to  die.
